HOOVER PLANLESS 
FOR FARM RELIEF 
SMITH DECLARES 


Governor Amazed at Po- 
sition Taken by New 
York Democrat on Farm 
Problem.

Albany, N. Y., October 3.—( United 
News.)—Herbert Hoover has no plan 
of farm relief, Governor Alfred E. 
Smith declared today in a sweeping 
criticism of the agricultural policies 
of the republican party. 

The criticism was prompted by the 
endorsement of Hoover and his farm 


relief program by B. F. Yoakum, New | 


York democrat, formerly interested in 
western railroads. Yoakum has work- 
ed with members of congress on farm 
relief problems and a plan of his was 
embodied in bills presented to con- 
gress. 

“IT can’t understand where Mr. 
Yoakum can base his claim that Hoo- 
ver has any plan for farm relief,” the 
demecratic candidate said: He. went 
into the subject in detail. 

Smith Explains. 

“He said in his speech of acceptance 
that the tariff was the foundation of 
farm relief,” Smith explained. “Every 
student of the subject and every farm 
leader takes the opposite view. The 
whole contention all along has been 
that the tariff does not operate where 
the farmer produces more than is con- 
sumed. 

“That is the basis of the entire 
matter. No matter how high we may 
drive the tariff on wheat, if we have 
an exportable surplus and we are com- 
pelled to sell the entire crop at the 
price of the surplus, the tariff cannot 
operate. ae 

“This is not a new principle. It was 
recognized long ago. The only cure 
Mr. Hoover ever has suggested was to 
reduce the acreage. And the depart- 
ment of agriculture says that that 
cannot be done—that the production 
of wheat is beyond human control.” : 

“{ believe Yoakum said something 
about the corporations to be formed 
by the farmers themselves. They are 
helpful, but there is no machinery 
provided to make them workable for 
all the farmers. 

Quotes Own Speech. 

“Tt disposed of that in my speech 
in Omaha when I said that we could 
not have a Federal reserve system 
such as we now have, by a few banks 
joining and agreeing to the plan. It 
had to be done by law. The govern- 
ment itself, with respect to the Fed- 
eral reserye, had to furnish the ma- 
chinery to make it operate. 

Governor Smith today began a pe- 
riod of rest in preparation for his 
second campaign trip, plans for which 
are expected to be made public soon. 
He arose late today and spent the 
afternoon on the golf links. 

“I had eleven hours of sleep last 
night,” Smith said in answer to a 
question regarding his rest. “Went

Still in Handcuffs, Ex-

Baptists Are Asked To 
Take Special Offering 
Sunday, November 11, 
To Meet Great Loss. 


A long series of indictments, one 
covering each separate peculation from 
the treasury of the home mission 
board of the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion, will be asked of the Fulton 
county grand jury Friday, it was an- 
nounced here Wednesday as Dr. Arch 
C. Cree, acting executive secretary of 
the board, revealed to the church ex- 
ecutive committee in Nashville that 
Carnes’ shortage will total $953,000. 

Carnes, arrested last Friday by the 
police of Winnipeg, Man., now is en 
route to Atlanta. He will arrive Fri- 
day morning. Two indictments, 
charging embezzlement, already have 
been returned against him and bond 
on each set at 850,000. 

“The state now will move swiftly 
and surely against Carnes,” former 
Governor Clifford Walker, acting as 
special assistant solicitor-general in 
charge of the prosecution, announced 
Wednesday afternoon. Governor 
Walker had returned earlier in the 
day from Gainesville, and after a con- 
ference with Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin left the city without announc- 
ing his destination. Whether it was 
the Carnes case which occupied his 
attention or another matter could not 
be learned. It was announced at his 
offices, however, that he would return 
late today. 

Audit Not Completed. 

The audit of Carnes’ accounts by 
the local office of Ernst & Ernst, 
auditors, has not officially been com- 
pleted, but has progressed to such an 
extent that a definite figure on the 


total shortages has been determined, 
it was said. It was added that the 
auditors now were in a: position to 
give to the solicitor’s office for pres- 
entation to the grand jury documen- 
tary evidence of Carnes’ alleged floata- 
tion of unregistered notes with south- 
ern banks, and as this is to result in 
the state’s chief charges against 
Carnes, Governor Walker said the 
matter now could be pushed to a rapid 
conclusion. 

“If as Carnes said in Winnipeg he 
wants to get this business over with 
as quickly as possible he is going to 
be accommodated,” the prosecutor de- 
clared. ‘The state will be ready, but

Montgomery, Ala., October 3.—{7?) 
The latest escapade of Roy Dicker- 
son, Alabama’s notorious holdup man, 
in which he scaled the walls of Kil- 
by prison, the state penitentiary, Tues- 
day night, with two fellow prisoners, 
has brought about a tense situation. 
which state officials declare will re- 
main so until a thorough investig;a- 
tion of prison affairs, probably for 
several weeks, is completed. 

Dismissal of a number of prison 
guards for “inefficiency and negli- 
gence” will very likely result from the 
investigation, Hamp Draper, asso- 
ciate member of the state board of ad- 
ministration in charge of convicts, an- 
nounced Wednesday following a con- 
ference with Governor Bibb Graves. 

A. G. Richards, guard who claimed 
he was bound and his eyes and mouth 
plastered over ‘with adhesive tape, was 
summarily dismissed by the prison 
head Wednesday. 

There has been some laxity in an 
order, Mr. Draper sz.id, which was 
issued to under-wardens not to al- 
low anyone to see anri talk with Dick- 
erson. A special guard, maintained 
over Dickerson at all times since he 
was returned from Tacoma, Washing- 
ton, ten months ‘ago, evidently was 
out of place when the escape took 
place, he added. 

Warden T. J. Shirley, who was at- 
tending court in Jasper Tuesday, was 
notified of the escape and returned 
immediately to Kilby to assist in the 
search for the trio. 

According to Richards, the guard. 
three men approached the wall house 
in which he was stationed from out- 
side the prison walls on the pretext 
that a relief guard was being posted. 
A gun was drawn on him, he said, 
and he was bound and gagged, while 
one of the men threw a rope ladder 
with steel hooks over the wall at the 
point where Dickerson was standing 
with Ivanhoe Silva, doing 10 to 20 
years for robbery and Frank Cook, a 
lifer, sentenced for highway robbery, 
all of whom escaped.

250 Gather at Labor Temple 
To Hear Norman 
Thomas. 


Attacking both the democratic and 
the republican candidates, Smith and 
Hoover, as the “puppets” of big busi- 
ness, and predicting that the time is 
coming when the socialist will win, 
Norman Thomas, socialist candidate 
for the presidency, addressed approxi- 
mately 250 Atlantans Wednesday 
night at the Labor Temple. 

Thomas asserted that there “really 
is no difference between the two old 
parties ; their platforms are virtually 
interchangeable; the records of the 
old parties are equally bad.” “This 
is no wonder,” he said, “for they be- 
long to the men who finance it, and 
they are the same crowd. One du 
Pont gives to the republicans; the 
other to the democrats; one General 
Motors official gives to the republic- 
ans, the other to the democrats.” 

Thomas declared that “if we were 
in earnest about this prohibition busi- 
ness we would submit the question 
of modification to a carefully framed 
national referendum to which all 
parties would agree to give legal ef- 
ficacy. That is my program.” 

Denying that religion is properly 
an issue in the campaign, Thomas 
said “we do not want any church, 
Protestant or Catholic, to interfere 
with government by _ ecclesiastical 
pressure, in matters of foreign policy, 
education and the like. Beyond that 
there should be no religious test of 
any sort. In politics it does not mat- 
ter how men }p-r-a-y; it matters pro- 
foundly how they p-r-e-y on their fel- 
low men.”

a Georgian Addresses Large 
Audience at Sarasota, 
Florida. 


Sarasota, Fla., October 3.—(4)— 
“Political parsons,” the oil scandal, 
prohibition and graft all came in for 
discussion last night by former Sen- 
ator Thomas W. Hardwick, of Geor- 
gia, when he spoke here under the 
auspices of the democratic campaign 
club of Sarasota county. 

“Political parsons,” he declared, 
“are trying to hide the opposition to 
the religious beliefs of Governor 
Smith, the democratic presidential 
nominee, under an attack on his stand 
on the liquor question. 

“This country will have prohibition 
when the prohibitionists quit drinking 
liquor and Bishops Cannon, Ains- 
worth and Dubese know it,” he 
charged. “Cox, Wilson and Davis were 
as wet or wetter than Governor Smitb, 
but did the preacher-politicians oppose 
them? No, because Cox and Davis 
were Methodists apd Wilson a Pres- 
byterian.” 

He attributed non-enforcement of 
prohibition to the fact that the 
“world’s largest and wealthiest distil- 
ler Secretary of the Treasury An- 
drew W. Mellon, had charge of the 
work, and is likely to continue in of- 
fice if Hoover is elected.” 


Honest Enforcement. 


“The democratic platform pledges 
‘honest enforcement’ of the eighteenth 
amendment.” he continued. “You will 
notice the republican platform does 
net contain that word ‘honest.’ If the 


framers had put it in the whole coun- 
try would have got a good laugh,” be 
declared. 

“Representatives of the republican 
party have stolen everything in Wash- 
ington except the white house, and 
would have taken that had it not been 
nailed down,” he charged in describ- 
ing political graft.

“The republicans are claiming that 
Governor Smith’s early life makes him 
unsuitable for the presidency. 1 know 
him personally and he is the greatest 
man either party has produced since 
Theodore Roosevelt. He has grown up 
in this country, spent his money here. 
Hoover spent most of his money and 
most of his grown life in foreign coun- 
tries, absorbing foreign ideas and his 
financial interests are largely in those 
countries. I’d rather have a man for 
president whose money is invested in 
the United States. 

“This bolter and Hoover-democrat 
talk is just noise. The only thing I'm 
worried about is that Governor Smith 
will be elected by such a large ma- 
jority that Hoover will want to turn 
democrat again and we dont want 
him in the party,” concluded the 
speaker.

Against Remus 
Is Pigeonholed 


Washington, October 3.—(#)—De- 
portation proceedings against George 
Remus, the Ohio bootleg chief, have 
become dormant at the department of 
labor, and it was indicated today that 


it was unlikely that he would ever be 
expelled from the United States. 

After the end of various criminal 
court trials in which Remus became 
involved, including that of killing his 
wife, the immigration service formally 
charged him with being an undesirable 
alien unlawfully in the United States. 
Remus in defense asserted that he 
came to the United States with his 
father when a minor and that his 
father, a German by nativity, had ob- 
tained naturalization and by that act 
conferred American citizenship upon 
his son. 

Remus was given an extension of 
time until October 1 to present proof 
but has failed to do so. Notwith- 
standing, it was said today that the 
secretary of labor would allow the 
matter to remain dormant, though 
Remus might be called upon some 
time in the future to complete the 
evidence as to his father’s naturaliza- 


Remus entrance into the United States 
as a child and his long status as a 
resident of this country operated to 
make the deportation difficult.

PRAYER BOOK REVISION 
GONPROMISE SOUGHT 


Bishop Outlines Two Plans 
for Considera- 
tion. 


Cheltenham, England, October 3.—9 
(?)—The Rt. Rev. Arthur C. Head- 


lam, bishop of Gloucester, believes 
that the only solution to the problem 
arising from the house of commons’ 
rejection of the revised prayer book 
are either disestablishment of the 
Church of England or parliamentary 
enactment giving the church spiritual 
independence. 

The bishop, speaking as president 
of the annual church congress, said 
he would seriously regret disestablish- 
ment. His other solution would be 
along the lines of the Church of Scot- 
land act of 1921, which gave that 
church full spiritual independence, 

He also referred to the question of 
reunion of the churches and explained 
why Catholics were not invited to the 
congress. Of this, he said: “As long 
as the pope and English Roman Cath- 
olics adopt their present unfriendly 
attitude toward other Christians it 
will be difficult for those Roman. 
Catholics, who would gladly do so, to 
confer with us.” 

In alluding to the papal encyclical 
that stated that a union of Christians 
could only come by a return of the 
dissenting to the original Church of 
Rome, the bishop said: 


_“A pronouncement like that is a 
sign of the weakness of the pope’s po- 
sition. There are many members of 
the Roman church in all countries 
who are dissatisfied with the tyranny 
of the Italian curia and resent its in- 
tolerant attitude towards modern 
thought. I believe there are move- 
ments of thought in the Church of 


Rome which even its discipline won't 
be able to restrain.”
